The man for the job ils unquestion. 
ably Dr. Gordon Shrum 

At present he i4 chairman of the B.C. 
_-Binergy-Beard-and-of the BC, Research 
Council 

He retired at the end of last month ag 
dean of graduate studies and head of the 
physics department. at University of B.C, 

He has also been employed by the 
govetnment on. numerous occasions, in- 
cluding conducting a dental technicians’ 
inquiry and the power commision in- 
Rutter vestigation of 1958. 

What he will head is not certain: it could be a greatly- 
inflated energy board; it could be the B.C. Power Comunis- 
sion; or a completely new agency; or a new government 
department.

The move setting up such an &uthority is expected to 
be Premier Bennett's “bornbshell” at the August legisla- 
lve session 

What he will probably de is to enact legislation grant 
ing authority for a sifigle agency of some kind to control 
power in B.C. He may walt a while before appointing its 
leader anil defining its powers 

Takeover of the B.C. Electric and possibly other utili 
ties would follow, not necessarily immediately. It is not 
necessary to enact legislation to expropriate a private 
utility. It can be done under the present Power Act. 

While his grand design for a giant power grid ex- 
changing energy across the border seems to be close to 
reality, it is extremely unlikely that the premier will go 
so far as to kill the entire international Coumbia River 
treaty already signed by Canada and the US.
